THE O'CONNOR BILL. 


On motion, the substitute of the 


Committee 
on 
Corporations 
for 


O'Connor's Bailroad Commissioner 
bill came up for discussion. It pro- 
vides: That the Governor, on or be- 
fore the 15th day of May, 1876, shall 


by restoring the salaries of clerks to 
the present rate but leaving the re- 
duction in number as the Senate had 
arranged it. The bill was then de- 
feated by 26 ayes against 49 noes. 
All other bills on the subject were 
indefinitely postponed. 


The bill appropriating money for 


building workshops and prison build- 
ing at the California State prison at 
Sau Quentin was then taken up and 
discussed until recess. 


EVENING SESSION. 


The Ass«mb.Iy wa§ called to order 


Mr. Broderick introduced a bill 


appropriating $2,500 annually to 
maintain a free dispensary for the 
poor in San Francisco. 


An Act to provide for the govern- 


ment of the county of San Diego 
appoint three Commissioners, who eijcjted a prolonged discussion, in 
ehall Will for two years at a salary 
of $3,000 per annum, and must be 
allowed to travel over all railroads 
in the State free of charge. They 
must take an oath that they are not 
employed by, or connected with nny 
railroad company. If they find that 
any bridges, trestlework, etc., of any 
company are unsafe and unfit for 
ase, they shall notify the Superin- 
tendent of snch fact, and if he does 
not commence to remedy such de- 
fect in two days after receiving snch 
instruction, he shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor. These Commission- 
ers have the power to fix freights 
and fares, examine books of all com- 
panies, etc. 
Mi. Lewis said of tbe two evils he 


chose the least, and that was the 
O'Connor bill, and still held to his 
belief that the Legislature had no 
power to legislate on this matter. 
He hoped that the bill would not be 
farther amended. 


Mr. Gibbons asked the Senators 


from Santa Clara and Solano if they 
had compared these rates with the 
rates established by the Archer bill? 
[They had not. J Then he did not 
gee why this amendment was sprang 
on the Senate. 


Mr. Laine said that the Senate had 


been told that there was peace in 
Warnaw. Then why vote this sum 
of $17,000 per annum for a comrnis- 
iion that will not accomplish, any- 
thing?

A SHIPWBECK. 


The steamer Northerner, Captain 


William L. Dall.was -wrecked off Cape
